Mr. P^hell 
is one of the diVectoiv Of the company 
owning the paper, and acting in that 
capacity lie y.-.sterday selised the phint 
of the pniier, stopiied tl'.e issue of tlie 
ciirn'iit editiiiii an 1 ejoclril tlie actiii;^ 
editor . iir. Itodkin. Bjinister Kellev, 
Mr. Henry Campbell, )Ir. Parnellll 
private secietanr. and Mr. Mahonejr, 
member of parliament, were present 
when the seiznre was made. Mr. Pur- 
nell's agent has taken po«dssion of the 
oflBoea of the paner.

When Mr. Br d tin entered the oflpioe 
he toun 1 Mr. Paruell in poaiedsipa. Mr. 
Pamu.l, in the pre ence of the other 
directors, read the articles of association 
under whiih the company was ora:an- 
iised. and t .en ordered the sheriff to 
eject Mr. I-.o Ikln.

Parnell Litar a idr.'sst'd tli > staff, the 
members of which prDiiii.st d to serve 
him during the remainder of the cri-^is. 

Mr. I^aniell placed Air. Leamy in 
charge of the lutper. It has leen 
ascertained that one of tho editors got a 
hint of Mr. l amcUs intention to sci e 
the paper and male arrangements 
to have ves:erday s edition print d at an 
earlier hour than usual. The edition 
was on th(? point of heiuf^ is-u»'d wh. n 
Mr. Pameil aptieared. He ovdi'ivil that 
the ent.rt* i ditioa. which v. iiiaiiied bit- 
ter attacks upon himself . 1»' de.stroyed. 
In the struggle that took ] lace in the 
oftico one of Mr. Bodkin s supporters 
was hit ou the head with an ofiice stool, 
leceivin^jf a scalj) wound. Three of the 
slieriff 8 men received slight contusions.

Ill© gentlemen of the staif who were 
violently ejected from, the office will at 
once Utstltute proceedings against Mr. 
Parnell for assault. 

The war is now trauKfen ed from par- 
liament to Ireland, and the leaders of 
both parties are in haste to have a word 
with their e o as tHu eneies. Parnell is as 
intlexible as ever, and his sufiporters 
^ay that not a step will be taken by him 
t9wartl Huy c-ompromise or arrange- 
ment.

Detroit. Dec. 11.— Then- was but a 
short se.s.si;>u of the Federati.^n ot Layor 
convention yesterday mordia^^Q in- 
vitation from the mayor Biamiiu* 
ham. Ala., to hold the nev convention 
of the Federation at Bi;mingham was 
reieived a id will i)iolial)ly be aecepied. 
The Pacific co.ist .-eaui'-n's luiioii asks

At the aiiern mn s^'ssinn the report of 
the lummittee nn ci i dentials wa.s ta'.ien 
up and ea h re.soluti.m freely di.scusseiL 
The hi stone Ix-in;; for the establish- 
ment of Ml oi i^nn td' the Pederation 
with lifail-.,nai ters in Chicago, was de- 
ieat'il by a lar^je majoriiy. 

'I he coinuiittee rej orted adversely 
lirownschwei.,''s resoiutiun that no ad- 
'Ire.ss he tolerated troin i>olitieians or 
other rejiresentati .es of the capitalistic 
class, 'l iie i iiiuiuittee .submitted a re- 
po:t i i n leiuuinn tlio hirin;j^ of I'inki r- 
ion men in time of strikes and the un- 
just use of the jioliee. The res(.)lution 
was so in iefiuile that it w;is recommit- 
ted with iu-iruc ions to brinij in a reso- 
lulion u.ore dehnitc in its eluii ai ler and 
and .stroiiKe.' iii its deuuiu iation of the 
u-e of Piiikerton men. 

Th»,' warmest discm.sion of the .•ses.sion 
came on the rejiort of the committe.' to 
jirint the ie|iorts in both Knj/lish and 
(-iernian. It wa^ tiiially voted to print 
in (terniaii oiily when tne demand wai 
great eiioiif^h to justify the exi>eiise. 
The report of the committee recom- 
mended that the e.'<ecutive board lie or- 
dered U> iietitiou Pre.-ident Harrison for 
the pardon of I'l W. t lark and George 
Miller, who were sentenced to life iiu- 
nri.sonnii iit in \H',rt fur mutiny ou the 
nif^h seas in killing Jelf 15arion, the 
mate ol the ve.s>el on wliich they were 
^aiIor8. The report states that these 
two men were driven to daspentlon by 
the cruelty of Barton.

The value of wheat is afiected by the 
barv^ts of other cooBtries, as corn is 
not perceptibly, and therefore ]>rices 
are not entirely governed by the si/.e of 
the home grown crop.
